CHICAGO,  III.,  April  28 — Warning 
Republican  party  leaders  that  corrup- 
tion will  be  one  of  the  outstanding  -is- 
sues in  the  coming  presidential  cam- 
paign, Senator  William  E.  Borah  of 
Idaho,  declared  here  tonight  that  par- 
ty success  is  dependent*  upon  giving 
the  people  courageous  leaders,  clean 
candidates,  decent  organizations  and 
a platform  of  principles. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  April  28-, 
The  mounting  death  rate  among  civil 
war  veterans  reduced  the  number  in 
March  to  only  79,300  pensioners.  A 
tota  lof  1283  died  last  month  the  pen- 
sion bureau  announced  today. 

ST.  LOUIS,  Mo.,  April  29—  Col.

The  sophomore  class  met  Monday 
and  elected  Ike  Hart  to  be  their  class 
leader  in  1928-29  as  juniors.

Hart  has  acted  as  chairman  of  the  so- 
cial committee  for  the  sophomores 
this  year.  The  supporters  expect  him 
to  head  the  class  in  a successful  year.

The  Brigham  Young  University, 
and  particularly  its  athletic  depart- 
ment, was  the  ^ost  to  approximately 
fourteen  hundred  athletes  last  week. 
Entries  were  made  prior  to  the  event 
from  all  parts  of  this  state  and  many 
schools  in  Idaho.  Undoubtedly  its 
entries  would  be  made  even  from 
Colorado  except  for  the  Denver  relays. 

About  three  hundred  and  fifty  of 
the  best  high  school  athletes  were 
here.  There  were  eighty  junior  col- 
lege and  college  freshmen  who  par- 
ticipated. 

Thirteeil  of  the  best  men  in  high, 
school  competition  in  the  state  en- 
tered in  the  all-around  athlete  meet 
to  show  their  versatility. 

Friday  afternoon  nearly  three  hun- 
dred girls  competed.  Saturday  morn- 
ing the  junior  high  school  athlete^ 
participated,  numbering  about  two 
hundred. 

This  meet  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  most  spectacular  events  of  • its 
kind.  It  is  an  example  of  the  uni- 
versity’s policy  to  encourage  such 
contests  among  the  high  schools.  The 
systematic  way  in  which,  the  events 
are  run  to  schedule  and  the  efficient 
service  of  the  volunteer  officials  are 
outstanding  features. 

Many  new  records  were  made.  In 
1927  there  were  twenty-two  records 
broken.  This  year,  however,  there 
were  only  thirteen  old  records  better- 
ed. Compared  with  last  year  this 
may  not  seem  very  good,  but  never- 
theless, thirteen  new  records  shows 
decided  progress.  Adding  to  the  dif- 
ficulty of  the  athletes  being  fatigued 
from  so  many  events,  there  was  a, 
wind  coming  from  the  north  which 
must  have  slowed  the  runners  con- 
siderably. Besides  the  new  records, 
there  were  three  old  records  equaled. 

A pleasant  surprise  came  when  thq 
B.  Y.  high  school  tennis  team  with 
Kent  Johnson,  singles  and  A.  Smith 
and  Booth,  doubles,  won  their,  events 
from  all  other  entrants. 

Provo  high  carried  high  honors  in 
the  posture  parade  and  her  athletes 
did  her  credit  by  some  good  work. 
East  high,  however,  offset  Provo's 
and  West  high’s  accomplishments 
with  an  outstanding  array  of  excellent 
men. 

Loraine  Cox  of  Dixie,  was  awarded 
the  all-around  athletfe  watch  for  his 
superior  performance  in  so  many 
events,  winning  five  first  places  and 
averaging  well  in  most  of  the  other 
events. 

Ending  the  big  invitation  meet  in 
good  style,  all  the  participants  and  of- 
ficials were  guests  at  a luncheon  and 
in  the  evening  they  were  welcomed 
at  the  dance.

RASMUSSEN  LEAVES 
ARTICLES  WITH  ALUMNI 


Dr.  Andrew  T.  Rasmussen,  ’09,  one 
of  the  outstanding  national  neurolo- 
gists, last  week  sent  to  the  alumni  of- 
fice two  volumes  containing  reprints 
of  his  various  scientific  articles  from 
1915  to  1923  inclusive. 

Ur.  Rasmussen  assures  us  that  the 
third  volume,  containing  articles  writ- 
ten since  1923,  will  be  forthcoming 
soon.  The  new  library  is  a fine  de- 
pository for  such  material,  and  all  con- 
cerned are  appreciative  of  Dr.  Ras- 
mussen’s thoughtfulness,  especially 
when  one  considers  how  authoritative 
this  new  material  is. 

In  glancing  over  old  records  one 
finds  that  Dr.  Rasmussen  had  much  to 
do  with  the  original  organization  of 
the  student  body  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  where  he  held  the  office 
of  student  body  president  during  the 
years  1906-1907,  and  1907-1908.  He 
graduated  from  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity in  1909,  with  an  A.  B.  degree, 
and  during  1911  and  1913  attended  the 
University  of  Chicago;  in  1916  receiv- 
ed the  Ph.  D.  degree  from  Cornell 
university.  In  addition  to  his  connec- 
tion with  B.  Y.  U.  as  a student,  Dr. 
Rasmussen  acted  as  head  of  the  de-. 
partment  of  geology  from  1909  to 
1913;  he  also  was  a physiologist  at 
Cornell  during  1913-16,  and  since  that 
time  he  has  been  with  the  medical 
school  at  the  University  of  Minnesota, 
with  ranks  ranging  from  assistant  pro- 
fessor to  professor. 

Dr.  Rasmussen’s  researches  have  in- 
cluded many  phases  of  the  subject  of 
physiology.  Some  of  his  studies  in- 
clude changes  in  blood,  nerve  cells, 
mitochondria,  hypophysis  and  inter- 
stitial cells  of ‘testis  and  ovary  during 
hibernation;  thyroparathyroidectomy 
and  blood  coagulation;  human  hypo 
physis,  etc.

ATHENS,  Greece,  April  2&—  The 
city  of  Corinth,  virtually  destroyed  by 
the  series  of  recent  violent  earth- 
quakes, felt  six  slight  shocks  during 
the  night. 

The  Rev.  Charles  S.  MacFarland, 
secretary  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  has 
sent  an  appeal  to  the  United  States 
for  $50,000  for  the  reconstruction  by 
American  churches  of  historic  St. 
Paul’s  church  in  Corinth. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  April  27— 
President  Coolidge  today  transmitted 
to  Congress  the  first  veto  message  of 
the  session,  one  disapproving  a house 
bill  providing  for  the  creation  of  a 
board  to  supervise  national  rifle  mat- 
ches. 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  April  28—
